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GLENN FORD was born in Quebec, Can- 
iKia. on May 1. His father^ who pasMd 
away in 1940, was Newton Ford, a prominent 
railroad executive, manufacturer and mill 
owner and nephew of Sir John MacDonald, 
fonner Prime Minister of Canada. He also was 
descended from Martin Van Buren, eighth 
president of the United States. The actor's 
mother, who now lives with him, is Hannah 

Ford. 

Glenn, an only child, was brought to Santa 
Monica, California, when he was seven* receiv- 
ing his entire education there. While attending 
Santa Monica High School, he was school 
commissioner of entertainment, a class officer 
and the school's outstanding actor as lead in 
both the Junior and Senior Class plays. 

In Jtmior High, he had been a promising 
track athlete, and showed considerable ability 
at lacrosse, Canada's, national sport, but in 
high school his full attention went to drama* 
and to the necessity of workings at various 
odd jobs. 

Graduated in 1934, he resolved to go on the 
stage, following an ambition he had nurtured 
since youth. As a boy of four he had converted 
the Ford barn into a theatre and starred in 
*Tom Thumb's Wedding." Later, in the course 

of numerous backyard productions, he derived 
great pride from a "colossal" presentation of 
''King Arthur and His Knights.'* 

His first **legit" job came in 193S, when 
Herman Schumlin came to the West Coast to 
re-stage *The Children's Hour." Despite Ford's 
lack of experience, outside of school dramatics, 
he won the part of the grocery boy, one of the 
play's two male^ characters. 

Following a 'western tour in this play, he 
join<Ai The Players, a little theatre group in 
Santa Monica. His portrayal of the brutal 
Michael Rakobsky in Elmer Rice's "Judgment 

Day* caught tht attention of scouts from the 
nearby Hollywood studios, and won him a film 
test and subsequent contract. 



While this wm davelopii^ however, ha 
playad thrw luecetiful atage engagements <- 
with Francis Lederer in ''Golden Boy*" with 
John Beal in the Pacific Coast and Broadway 
easts of "Soliloquy" and with Irene Rich in

It was while playing in New York that he 
walked down the street from his own show 
one day and decided to watch a musical com- 
edy. On the stage, in "At Home Abroad," he 
saw his future wife, Eleanor Powell, for the 

first time. 

He saw her occasionally after that, with the 
theatre crowd, and they developed a "nodding" 
acquaintance. But, it wasn*t tmtil some time 
later, in Hollywood, that they were introduced 
formally by Pat O'Brien, and their romance 
began. , 

By this time, his own career was flourishing 
in Hollywood. Following hi« first picture^ 
''Heaven With A Barbed Wire Fence,** in 1939, 
he gained increasing stature as an actor and 
more and more attention from young feminine 
fans, with his performances in such films as 
"Men Without Souls.** "Texas," 'TThe Adven- 
tures of Martin Edeiii** "Desperadoes,** and 
"Destroyer." 

His career, however, and his r6mance were 
interrupted on December 13, 1942 when he 
entered the U. S/ Marine Corps. Both were 
still flourishing two-and-a-half years later 
when he was able to get back into mufti. On 
a leave, he had married Miss Powell on Octo* 
ber 23, 1943, in Beverly Hills, on February 5, 
1945, just as he was being discharged from 
service, a son, Peter Newton Ford, was born. 

Shortly after, he resumed his career with 
two outstanding roIes» opposite Bette Davis in 
"A Stolen Life** and opposite Rita Hayworth 
in "Gilda.*' Since then, he has been one of 
Hollywood's busiest war veterans with "Bodies 
and Souls'* his twelfth post-war film. It, inci- 
dentally, is his first at Metro<Goldwyn-Mayer» 
the studio where his wife reiened as Holly- 
wood's foremost feminine dancing star for
